It was also 
stated in theso telopraphic despatches thot 
the passengers and troasure hed been 
saved, 

The City of New York arrived at San 
Francisco from Hongkong on 1ith Octobor 
and loft again for Japan and China on Thurs- 
day, 26th October, As the telegrams were 
received here yesterday afternoon, it ia 
evident that tho eteamer had not proceeded 
far on her voyage, The opinioa entertain- 
ed by those who are acquainted with the 
western coast of America is that the 
steamer ust have gone ashore, in 
» fog, upon the Golden Gato and 
that she had sustained such damage 
an to condor it practically impossible to asve 
her, Unless there had boon vory dirty 
weathor there would baye been little dif- 
ficulty in gotting the passengers and crew 
Into tho boats and taking them safely to 
land, snd the fact that the troasure was 
saved tends to confirm this opinion.

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HONGKONG ‘ODD VOLUMES.’ 
A LIVELY MEETING. 
Last night a mecting of the Hongkong 
¢Qdd Volumes’ was held in the Hongkong 
Hotel to discnes, ‘on parliamentary lines,’ 
the subject of ‘ Homo Rule for Iratand.’ In 
the absence of Dr Oantlie (President), Mr J. 
J. Francie, Q.C., Mr H. E, Pollock and most 
of the other leading Volames, some difficulty 
Wan experienced in finding a Chairman—or, 
as some of the members persisted in calling 
him, ‘Speaker.’ At last Mr Sidney B. 
J, Skertcbley, F.G.8., &o., one of the 


members of Committee, took the Chair. 
It might have been decided by the Com- 
mittee thet the debate was to be conducted 
‘on parliamentary lines,’ but the ordinary 
members and the visitors scemed to have 
but a hazy notion of what this meant; and 
when, at an advanced stage of the proceed- 
ings, tha Hon. Seoretary disclosed that the 
Home Rulers and Unionists were supposed 
to be sitting on opposite sides of the room 
it was discovered that thero were on the 
Home Rule side, the mover and aeconder of 
a resolution, two Danes, o sprinkling of 
Jews and Portuguese, one Scotsman, and 
three Englishmen (the latter nop-members). 
Tho meoting was curiously composed, and the 
choice of the subject of ‘Homo Rule for 
Ireland’ ahowed either a great belief in the 
versatility of the ‘Qdd Volumes’ or 
total absence of the sence of the Indiorous. 
Out of about forty persons present, seven~ 
teen or eighteen wore Englishman or Scots- 
men—there did not appear to be an Irishman 
present ; eight were lortuguene, two Danish, 
two French, five Jawa and the remainder 
non-members or nondescript!
